BANKERS CHANGE MINDS 

“They may not want the business | 
at present, but who is to say that a| 
year from now, they may not be 
glad to get it. Even bankers change 
their minds,” he said, in arguing 
that the banks would be able to 
handle such business more cheaply 
than a special institution. To finance 
such loans, he thought that the 
banks should be allowed to issue 
deposit receipts or debentures ata 
higher rate of interest to depositors 
willing to make time deposits. He 
pointed out that in 1930 there were | 
3,796 branch banks in Canada, 237 | 
of which were in Alberta 

Mr. Leedy said the sort of bank 
he was advocating was nota theory 
or experiment but a proven suc- 
cess.

Discretionary power to suspend

wise, accrues to the purchaser 
either directly or indirectly and 
whether as a term of the sale or col- 
lattrally or incidentally which has 
the effect of reducing the price paid 
for that commodity to a price less 
| than the minimum price fixed for 
that commodity to a price less than 
the minimum price fixed in respect 
of it, the sale so made shall be 
deemed to be a sale at less than the 
ininimum price.” 

| The amendment follows on the 
bill passed at the 1933 session which 
vested in the Public Utilities Board 
control of milk prices.

TO BUY CLAIMS 
AT BEAR LAKE 


| Have Offered Stupendous 
Sums for Entire Radium 
Production 


Belgian interests who, for a long 
| time, held a world monopoly of life- 
giving radium, are reported to have 
scouts in the Great Bear Lake field, 
it was learned today from authorita- 
tive sources 

The Belgians own the pitchblende 
deposits at Katanga, in the Belgian 
Congo, and before the discoveries by 
Gilbert LaBine, controlled world 
supply. An_ infinistesimal supply 
came from deposits in Yugo-Slavia 
and Colorado, but the Belgian 
| syndicate controlled world prices, 
| production and distribution. 
| AGENTS NOT KNOWN 
| Who the agents are, have not been 
| learned, but operators interested in 
|the Great Bear Lake deposits have 
been approached by Belgian radium 
interests with offers of stupendous 
sums to buy up their entire produc- 
tion. So far the offers have not been 
accepted, and it is stated that if they 
show signs of progressing govern- 
ment action may be looked for.

Mining men say that there is 
nothing to prevent the Belgians 
from staking claims in the. Great

To Raise Between Ten, 
Fifteen Million Dollars 
—Winners Receiving 
“Salaries” as Prizes. 


ALBANY, N.Y., April 5—At the) 
Tequest of Mayor Fiorello Lag- 
uardia a bill was introduced in the 
legislature yesterday to permit New 
York City to raise relief funds 
through a lottery. The plan, ac- 
cording to its sponsors, would raise 
between $10,000,000 and $15,000,000. 

The measure avoids any refer- | 
ence to the term lottery. To get 
around the constitutional provision | 
which prohibits lotteries in New | 
York State, the sponsors of the | 
measure propose to operate the plan 
as a membership corporation 

Any person who buys a. ticket 
will automatically become a mem- 
ber of the corporation, but will have 
no power to vote on the manage- 
ment of the setup. He will how- 
ever, have a chance to become one 
of the officers. | 

Officers will be chosen by lot, just 
@s jurors are selected. | 

The names of all ticket holders | 
will be placed in a box and officers 
“elected” by a turn of the wheel. | 
They will be paid “salaries” to be | 
fixed by the board of estémate, | 
which will act as a board of trustees 
to manage the corporation, 

All funds raised through the cor- 
poration must be used for public 
health and relief purposes. | 

Although the sponsors of the 
measure declined to state what the | 
price of tickets or the prizes might) 
be, it was recalled that Mayor! 
Laguardia mentioned certain ten-| 
tative figures in New York City | 
recently when he first announced | 
the plan. | 

He indicated then that the tickets 
might be sold for $2.50 each and that | 
the prizes might be as follows: | 

President $25,000; first vice presi- | 
dent $20,000; nine other vice presi- 
dents $15,000; three secretaries $10,- 
000 and 10 sergeants at arms $5,000

NEW RUSTLESS 
WHEAT SAVES 
HUGE SUMS 


Research Head Justifies 
Expenditures Required 


For Successes 


TORONTO, April 5—Elimination 
of an annual $20,000,000 loss to the 
wheat farmers of Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan has been effected by 
the research bureau of Canada 
through the development of strains 
of wheat which are immune to 
rust, according to Dr. H. M. Tory,| 
head of the bureau, 

Addressing the high schoo) prin- 
cipal’s section of the Ontario edu- 
cational association here last night, 
Dr, Tory said the research conduct- 
ed by the .council, the federal de- 
partment of agriculture and 
three prairie universities, cost only 
$250,000, 

Since 1916, the total loss 
black stem rust, he said, was $600,- 
000,000. In 1924, research was start- 
ed to overcome the tremendous loss, 
Within a short time, he said, new 
wheat strains would be distributed 
to the rust-infected areas.

Provision for appeal from decis- 
ions of the proposed new Wheat 
Control and Marketing Board be- 
ing established under terms of the 
Act to implement the 
Wheat Agreement of 1933, was add- 
ed to the bill by Premier J. E.

| NO DEBT INCREASE 
One point emphasized both by 
Commissioner David Mitchell and 


Comptroller Hodgson was that there 
should be no increase in the gen- 
eral debt this year. The 1933 budget 
provided for no capital expendi- 
tures, and neither is any capital 
work provided for in this year’s 
estimates. Maintenance of utilities 
and local improvement work will be 
carried out this year, however. 

With reference to Edmonton's 
$6,000,000 investment in sewers, 
Comptroller Hodgson informed the 
committee that residents in the 
central districts of the South Side 
would have to pay a tax of six 
cents per foot for sewer service, 
Heretofore, this tax has not been 
paid by South Siders but an amend- 
ment has been secured to the city 
charter which provides for such a 
payment in 1934. In the majority 
of cases it will only mean a sum of 
about $2 per year, as the average 
width of lots in the areas in ques- 
tion is 33 feet. 

The committee bemoaned the 
fact that the city had incurred such 
large taxation through extension 
and “boom” schemes of former 
years. Capital expenditures made 
in 1913 alone toalled* about $12,000,- 
000, Careful financing in the com- 
ing years was stressed as an abso- 
lute necessity by aldermen, 

Questioned with regard to what 
action would be advisable with re- 
spect to the sale of City of Edmon- 
ton bonds to civic employes, which 
was the method employed by the 
city last year to institute a reduc- 
tion in wages, Mayor Knott said 
that under the 1933 agreement em- 
ployees had agreed to take up to 
$500,000 in debentures, and that over 
$300,000 had been absorbed to date, 
“When the full amount has been 
reached we will have to negotiate 
to determine what further steps 
should be taken in this direction,” 
he said.

More than half the 20,000 miles of rural lines 
were built before 1914, and have about served 
their term. Reconstruction means the invest- 
ment of more capital, and the wisdom of mak- 
ing the investment is subject to doubt. If the 
times were better there would be demands for 
extensions into territory not served at present, 
demands which in the past it has not been 
found practicable to refuse even where justify- 
ing revenue was not in sight. 

The root trouble is that after twenty odd 
years of operation there are not enough sub- 
scribers per mile to carry the cost of the ser- 
vice, The inference is that there never will be 
enough if extensions are made into new and 
sparcely settled districis—and those happen to 
be the districts where telephone service is at 
times desperately needed. 

One hopeful feature of the situation is that 
the legislature is taking a more candid look at 
the problem than it has done in past years. A 
solution has not been found, but it is at least 
being looked for. Had it been sought earlier 
some of the $15,000,000 lost might have been 
saved. 

There is another consideration which should 
be recognized, and it supplies a reason even 
stronger than the financial records for making 
a thorough and impartial survey of the system 
and its outlook. One of these days somebody 
is very likely to perfect the wireless telephone. 
When that happens, what will the provincial— 
and all other—wire systems be worth? Future 
policy should be guided by due regard to that 
altogether probable development of “radio.”

OUR MUNICIPAL BOGS 
Citizens who are called upon daily to waste 
time and damage clothing prying their own and 
other people's automobiles out of our unpaved 
and ungravelled streets will note with interest 
that the city council on Monday gave passing 


attention to the question of doing some street 
improvement this summer. 

And their name is legion. Extricating bog- 
ged cars and trucks from the bottomless depths 
of our residential thoroughfares is one of the 
prevalent, if unpepular, amateur spring pas- 
times in Edmonton. Undoubtedly this is a 
“friendly city,’ where the helping hand is 
readily extended to the man in trouble. Other- 
wise, every unimproved street in the city would 
now present a vista of stranded automobiles. 

But discussing the mud-holes, or “cussing” 
them, does not do any good; else they would 
have vanished long ago. Action 
thing that can abolish them, and action of the 
necessary kind costs money, That is as far as 
council got on Monday. 

The “back ground” of this situation is that 
during the last two years the city and the 
Provincial and Dominion Governments have 
together paid out something like $2,700,000 in 
direct relief to 2500 Edmonton families, with 
little or nothing to show for the outlay, and are 
still paying at that rate. With endless quanti- 
ties of gravel in the river, and the relief men 
more than willing to work for fair wages, the 
money is gone and the streets are still quag- 
mires, 

Apparently it would be useless for council 
to waste more time trying to persuade the 
Governments to pay a part of the cost of the 
gravel, and thus make possible the carrying 
on of street improvement by a three-way divi- 
sion of the total costs. The Governments have 
refused to do more than contribute their one- 
third share each to the labor cost; the city must 
supply the material if relief men are to be em- 
ployed on improvement work. 

That being the case, council might as well 
take courage of necessity, buy the gravel, 
assess the cost as frontage tax, and get on with 
the job, The wage money will have to be paid 
out as relief anyway, and sooner or later the 
streets must be surfaced. If the work is done 
now, as relief work, what the Governments 
contribute to the wege costs will off-set what 
the city must pay for supplying the material, 
Why continue to flounder through the mud?

In the recent, and futile, efforts of Britain 
to secure a measure of disarmament, the name 
of Capt. Anthony Eden, undersecretary of for- 
eign affairs, came into world notice. If one may 
venture a guess, his is a name that will yet be- 
come as well known in British political history 
as Gladstone, Disraeli, Lloyd-George. Now he 
is Lord Privy Seal and destined for cabinet 
rank. A,man who can become Lord Privy Seal 
at thirty-six, with youth and health and a calm 
view of life and himself, is obviously destined 
for ultimate premiership and to stamp his pres- 
ence on the world of affairs. 

Anthony Eden was only 17 when the war 
broke out. Within a year his eldest brother 
was killed in action, his second brother was a 
prisoner Of war in Germany, and Anthony left 
Eton to enlist. At 19 he was the youngest adju- 
tant in the British army. Before 21 he was the 
youngest brigade major. 

He went to Oxford after the war, studied 
Oriental languages, travelled in Persia (he 
speaks Persian), and wrote a delightful book, 
“Places in the Sun.” 

A year later his aunt, the dowager Countess 
of Warwick, the best-known society Socialist in 
Britain, tried to capture her. own constituency 
in Warwickshire for the Socialist Party. Young 
Anthony Eden upheld Toryism, and with that 
familial freedom that marks British life among 
the well-known families, proceeded into War- 
wickshire, entered the lists against his aunt and 
proceeded to give that esteemed lady a good 
trouncing at the polls. That was over ten years 
ago, and he has been M.P. for the same con- 
stituency ever since. 

Eden's father, the late Sir William Eden, 
was a country gentleman in Durham, known 
not only as a host, a shot, a fine boxer and a 
great rider to hounds, but also for his excep- 
tional abilities as an artist. He had a passion- 
ate love of beauty, which once led him into a 
difference with the easily excited Whistler. He 
figures in a caricature by Max Beerbohm as the 
baronet in “The Baronet and the Butterfly.” 

Being born into the British aristocracy 
doesn't always mean a life of ease. Sometimes 
it means a life of hard work, of service and of 
observance of high traditions. When we think 
of how near every civilization is to the melting 
pot, and how easily the history of Mussolini or 
others might be repeated in any western na- 
tion, we must remember that Britain has not 
only Tom Mann's and McGoverns, but also 
young men of the type of Anthony Eden—sol- 
dier, scholar, lover of beauty, diplomat and 
Lord Privy Seal.

Last spring bicycling was a popular exer- 
cise; this year, I note definite signs that walk- 
ing is becoming fashionable. Walking is a 
splendid exercise and I consider that the man 
or woman who takes a brisk walk each day is 
the one who will travel fast- 
est on the road to health. If 
you have received one of my 
health articles, you will have 
noted that I strongly recom- 
mended a walk of four or 
five miles a day as a part of 
a good healih building regi- 
men for you to follow. 

I am therefore pleased to 
note that the value of vigor- 
ous walking in building vi- 
tality is now being described 
in many publications. Beyond any question of 
a doubt, walking is one of the best means of 
building increased strength and I have found 
that if only one hour a day may be spent in 
out-door exercise, there is no other form that 
will be as pleasing and at the same time as 
beneficial as walking. 

Walking is of marked value in those cases 
where the patient desires to build strength, to 
raise the blood pressure, and to overcome an- 
emia. It promotes better digestion, better sleep, 
and calms the nerves. Vigorous walking in- 
creases the circulation and sends the blood 
tingling through the body. A brisk walk helps 
to banish the tired, listless appearance of the 
skin and the cold hands and feet due to poor 
circulation. Walking also helps to secure regu- 
lar elimination from the intestines and is there- 
fore of great value in overcoming constipation. 


To do the most gvod, you must walk vigor- 
ously, and the exercise will then help to reduce 
the hips and legs if these parts are too heavy, 
while if the limbs are too thin, the musular de- 
velopment brought about by walking will help 
to develop curves. 

Walking is a cheap exercise as it calls for no 
equipment. You can walk at any time of the 
day that is convenient to you. Anyone who can 
move at all can walk, and this exercise may be 
easily adjusted to the strength of the patient at 
any age.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, in 1887, the Can- 
adian newspapers published a 
brief cable despatch from London 
announcing the opening of the 


first Colonial Conference, at 
which Canada was represented by | 
Sir Alexander Campbell (who | 
was in process of being trans- | 
ferred from the cabinet to the | 
lieutenant governorship of On- 
tario) and Mr, Sandford Fleming. | 
Although it was the jubilee of 
Queen Victoria few people seemed | 
to have realized the significance | 
of the gathering at the Colonial | 
office or the wonderful constitu- | 
tional developments to which it 
was going to lead. 
It was not the first time that a | 
colonial conference in London had | 
been suggested. In 1870, three } 
years after confederation, and 
while our experiment wes then in 
its initial and critical stage a de- 
spatch came to Otlawa that it was 
intended to hold a meeting of the 
colonial governments in Londen. 
(I have been unable to ascertain 
who was the proponent of the 
idea; can any reader supply the , 
information?) Sir John Macdonald 
made it known that he was op- 
posed to any participation by 
Canada. In a letter to Hon, John 
Rose in London, Sir John wrote: 
“IT am strongly inclined to believe 
that we ought to have nothing to 
do with it. We have no wrongs

to complain of; we are quite satis- 
fied with our position and rela- 
tions with the mother country, 
and we have had a special under- 
standing since 1865 on all matters 
relating with these relations. Un- 
less convinced to the contrary I 
am opposed to sending any dele- 
gation or having any representa- 
tives at the conference. If H.M. 
government should ask the colon- 
ies it would be a different mat- 
ter.” The “old man” evidently 
felt, apart from existing relations 
with the old land, that it would 
be better taste to wait an invi- 
tation to the old home rather than 
join a self-invited party; and on 
January 3, 1870, he sent Mr. Rose 
a copy of the order-in-council in 
which Canada declined to send a 
delegate “until invited by Her 
Majesty's government.” Was that 
conference held after Canada's re- 
fusal to join? 

Remarkable indeed was the 
transformation avhich came over 
Empire relations in the decade be- 
tween 1887 and 1897, The former 
was a mere Official gathering, 
which “evoked no public interest; 
the latter, coinciding with the 
diamond jubilee, rivetted the at- 
tention of the world by its mag- 
nificient demonstration of the 
loyalty of the overseas Dominions 
and colonies to Her Majesty, the 
beginning of a new era in Empire 
relations.

COAL GAUGES

OTTAWA, April 5—A Canadian 
classification for coal is being evol- 
ved by a special investigating body 
of the National Research Council 
Revelations of the coal investigation 
in Montreal have speeded up mat- 
ters. It was shown that in one case 
No. 2 bituminous coal was being 
sold as Welsh anthracite 

This has drawn new attention to 
the fact that there is no specific 
classification for Canadian coal, It 


| has been sold under general names, 


but there have been no standards, 

The same situation exists in the 
United States and it is now under- 
stood that there will very shortly 
be promulgated from Washington a 
code for coal, setting down definite 
classifications for the fuel. 

Canada is expected to follow suit, 
but while not adopting the United 
States classifications holus bolus, 
will seek uniformity, owing to the 
inter-relation of the coal trade be- 
tween the two countries.

and his royal mother

KINDS OF BREAKFASTS 
The very light breakfast in- 
cludes fruit, some sort of bread— | 


such as toast or rolls, and a bev-| 
erage—milk, cocoa or coffee. This) 
type of meal is suitable for adults | 
whose habits are sedentary and 
who eat adequate noon meals. 

The slightly heavier, though 
still light breakfast adds cereal to 
the above. This meal is convenient 
because it provides the essentials 
of the children's breakfast and 
takes care of adults who are mod- 
erately active physically. 

The medium breakfast consists of 
fruit, cereal, eggs or their equiva- 
lent, bread and beverage. It is suit- 
able for school children, adults who 
are active physically and those who 
take very little luncheon at noon. 

The heavy breakfast adds an 


} 


extra hot dish to the medium 
breakfast menu. Persons who are 
engaged in strenuous muscular 


work and those whose total food 
requirements for the day are high 
need this kind of meal. 


FOR INACTIVE PERSONS 


Keeping these classifications in 
mind, it is simple to plan one break- 
fast menu which will meet the 
needs of all members of a family 
no matter how diversified their in- 
terests. The inactive person may 
merely refuse the extra dishes and 
concentrate on the light or medium 
items. 

The child's breakfast should 
furnish every necessary element 
for proper nourishment. His stom- 
ach has been without food for the 
longest period during the twenty- 
four hours, and is ready for a meal 
which will supply food for energy 
since an active child uses up a 
vast amount of nervous and mus- 
cular energy during the day. Fruit 
or fruit juice, hot or cold cereal 
with cream or top milk, milk or 
cocoa made with milk, toast and a 
soft cooked egg makes a full-bal- 
anced breakfast for a growing 
child.

BREAKFAST: Grape juice with 
lemon juice, creal, cream, eggs! 
poached in milk on graham toast, | 
milk, coffee.

Announcement that the four city 
hospitals had entered into a group 
hospitalization agreement provid- 
ing hospital service for yroups of 
regularly employed persons and fa- 
milies on a periodic payment play 
was made Thursday. Hospitals 
which will give this service are the 
Royal Alexandra, University, Gen- 
eral and Misericordia. 

Under the new plan, those need- 
ing hospital attention may receive 
this by paying so much into the 
fund each month. In other words, 
it is giving citizens an opportunity 
of paying for their sickness while 
they are well. Details remain to 
be worked out by the hospitals’ re- 
spective representatives, but they 
have reached that stage where they 
are now inviting proposals from 
prospective agent or agents. 

Development of the idea will be 
watched by many interested par- 
ties, as it is the first time in West- 
ern Canada that all hospitals in one

One passenger boat and the barge 
will be used on Great Bear lake 
while the other ship will be used 
on the Mackenzie river run from 
Fort Smith to the Arctic, 

The tugs will be fitted with cab- 
ins and all modern conveniences 
including running water and elec- 
trie lights.

The Bear Lake boats will be 
towed up over the Bear River rap- 
ids in their trip north to the lake.

Marketing Act introduced into par- 
liament last week, an _ enabling 
bill, complementary to the Domin- 
ion measure, was introduced into 
the legislature on Wednesday by 
Premier J. E. Brownlee, 

In explaining the bill, the Prem- 
ier said that it had been necessary 
to make provision for wide powers 
to proclaim the Dominion legisla- 
tion, as it had just been introduced 
and parliament would not meet 
until April 9 after the Easter re- 
cess and the bill might not be 
touched again until Jong after pro- 
rogation of the legislature, Thus, 
the best that the legislature could 
do was to makg provision in a gen- 
eral way for dealing with it and in 
order to obtain any benefits under 
it, such enabling legislation had to 
be passed here. 

Under the “Dominion measure, 
producers of natural products can 
apply for the formation of market- 
ing boards as subsidiaries to the 
national organization. 

The Premier, in continuing, stated 
that it was proposed to vest the 
province with power to set up a| 
provincial marketing board which | 
would act in co-operation with and 
as agent for the Dominion board. 

First reading was given the Al- 
berta complementary bill.

Extensive Revision 
Covering Sale Of 
Lands Made In Bill 


Extensive revision of regulations 
covering sale of lands is made in a 
bill to amend the Tax Recovery 
Act of 1929, introduced into the leg- 
islature by Hon. R. G. Reid, minis- 
ter of lands and mines. 

The bill provides that where any! 
parcel of land whatsoever in a vil- 
lage and any parcel in a municipal 
district or improvement district 
which exceeds five acres in extent) 
is not sold at the first-public auc- 
tion at which it is offered for sale 
pursuant to the Tax Recovery Act, 
1929, it may be sold subject to the 
consent and approval of the minis- 
ter. 

In case the parcel is in a munici- 
pal district or improvement district 
and is less than five acres in extent, 
the same may be sold upon such 
terms and conditions as the council 
of the municipal district or the 
minister, as the case may be, deems 
propey. 

The bill further provides that any 
parcel of land in a city or town} 
which is not sold at the first pub- 
lic auction may be sold as the coun- 
cil of the city or town may pre- 
scribe.
